ofall present. The July Meeting being held beyond the * ditch,” in a singalurly 
wellchosen and sequestered spvt, is peculiarily enjoyable, and the contests whi :h 
will there ensue in the coming week are looked forward to with intense in- 
terest, two of the races—the July and Chesteriield Stakes—being regarded as 
deciding the quality of the two year olds of the season, and as the key to the 
winuer of the next Derby, The successful horse in the former race will pro- 
bably be installed the premier favourite for the blue riband, and head the quo- 
tations throughout thé winter, unless Goodwood or Doncaster should introduce 
us to some other more promising ‘candidate for future fame, First in interest, 
value, and importance, ig the Juty Srakes, which is therefore entitled to 
priority of notice. © We shall divide the horses enguged into section one, the 
performers, and section two, the nonu-performers, of which 42 of the 54 
nominated are also engaged in the Derby, . ‘Tha performers number 16, and 
the non-performers 38. In section one The Duke, Liddington, and King 
Charming have not yot sustained defeat, and as each have beaten good flelda with 
greatease, we may safefy discurd ail the rest of this section. There are those who 
decom the race a foregone conclusion tor Liddingion, others regard the chance 
of The Duke as equal; but let all such bear in mind that when Saccharometor 
won this race two years ago, it was deemed an equal cortainty for Blue Mantle, 
who was backed at evens against the tleld,on the strength of his Ascot ranning, 
and yet he was easily defeated, and last year it was deemed oven a greater cor 
tainty for Scottish Chief, and yet he only managed to get thirdto Cambuscan— 
the finish, however, being nearly a dead heat between the frat three, so that 
certainties ou paper are uot alway certainties on the greensward beyond the 
ditch at Newmarket. It is au odd cvincideuce that tho defeated favourites fur this 
race in the lust two years both acquired their fame at Ascot, and that neither ran 
up to the sume form elsewhere, proving to our mind the influence the severe 
{nish at Ascot exercised on the results Apart from this, looking at what 
each of the thres have beaten, we find Shrapnei and Cordelia the best of those 
defeated by King Charming; the Wild Boy, Gardevisure, Shrapnel, Sister to 
‘Comato, aud The Grinder the cream of those conquered by Liddington; and 
Wild Boy, La Fortune, and ‘The Grinder the pick of those which succumbed to 
The Duke. This places Liddington and The Dake on an equality, and King 
Charming in the third position. In point of breed there is nothing to choose 
between ‘I'he Duke and Liddington, bat as the former won overa course which 
affords a somewhat better test of whet we may expect to be the result at New- 
market, despite the state of the betting. we shall give Tho Duke the prefor- 
ence. Come we now to the 33 dark candidates, and we begin to comprehend 
the difficulty of the problem which we are enlewyouring to solve. With regard to

ROSH SHOW AT THE. CRYSTAL 
PALACE 


LACE... 

Tm rose show on Saturday attracted the goodly 

number of 16,715 visitors..to the Crystal Palace, 
8,491 of wnom entered by season tickets, the remain- 
ing 8,224 being thus passed to the credit of day pay- 
ments. The only reason for supposing that any of 
these Jadeis and gentlemen were not satisfied with 
the show lies in the fact that, during a great part of 
the day, many must have tried in vain to see it. iS 
Large as is the space given by the Crystal Palace 
directors to a display of this. kind, inal space was | 
fully taken up on Saturday, while other parts of the 
building were by no means deserted. A dull an 
which threatened rain for half the day, and aay = 
cleared into a settled gloom for the other half, 
proved a sufficient apology for fine weather, and the 
grounds were as much frequented as if thelr attrac- 
tion had been heightened by cheerful gleams of 
sunshine. ‘The lower as well as upper system of 
fountains, water towers, and cascades were put in 
full operation, presenting a spectacle which is 
almost above rivalry in Europe. The terrace 
fountains are of themselves a pleasant sight 
to sec; but itis only when the largest columns of 
water in the great basins farthest from the Palace 
are in play that effects are attained which remain 
fixed in the memory long after they aro seen. 
The leaps of the upward-springing volume of foam 
now breaking into pictures of snowy summits and 
peaks, among which an Alpine traveller might find 
enough to revive his recollections of Shreckhorn, 
Wetterhorn, and a thas and now. merging in 
one fierce effort to rise higher and higher yet, are of 
aw grandeur which is lifted far out of the ordinary 
character shared by the pleasing arrangements 
of jets on the upper platforms of the Palace 
gardens; and the vast waving sheet of white 
tissue, spread out by the wind, seems fancifully as 
well as «literally to suggest that a very great deal 
might be ‘written on” these grande eaux—with a 
pen dipped in rainbow dyes. Indeed, the whole of 
tho Sydenham domain is as tempting: theme of 
incidental remark as the journalistic: stylus is apt 
to stray into and ramble over; and: even when re- 
called to the immediate business in hand—a flower 
show, for instance, such as that of Saturday, or a 
concert, or archery meeting, or popular festival— 
that pen has a light and graceful duty to perform 
when its field of labour is at the Crystal Palace. 

There are some things which never fatigue by 
repetition, and seldom surfeit by exuberance, of 
which kind are to be reckoned roses, That the 
summer comes round again, and is still, in the main, 
summer, does not cause dissatisfaction or complaint; 
and that the same season should bring ita rose-shows 
at the Palace and elaewhere—these rose-shows being 
still what. they have always been—is a pleasing 
matter of course, the monotony of which renews 
enioyment, instead of generating ennui. Alike they 
certainly are, even to the names of the principal 
exhibitors, who take their prizes with a recurring 
constancy which almost negatives the idea of com- 
petition. Nobody doubts that for size, form, and 
colour, the foremost roses in the show will be those 
which are py te hos under the name of Paul, to 
whom the highest tribute of praise may safely be 
aid without robbing any ossible Peter, unless that 
imaginary name should indeed be exchangeable with 
the names of Turner, Frazer, and Keynes, Cheshunt 
and Slough, severally represented by Messrs. Paul 
and Son and Mr, Turner, of the Royal Nurseries, 
were in full bloom in Saturday's exhibition, while 
the flowers shown by Mr. John Fraser, of Lea 
Bridge Mr. Keynes, of Salisbury, Mr, J, Mitchell, 
of Maresfield Down, Sussex, and Mr, B. Cant, of 
Colchester, were hardly behind in excellence, Tho 
general arrangements of the show were, as usual, 

' perfect. The large screen shutting in the tropical 
department was removed, and the perspective view 
of the flowers was greatly improved by the back~ 
ground thus opened up. A stately awning covered 
the division of the nave in which the roses and other flowering plants 
were ranged ; and, though there was no excessive heat to temper, and 
no superabundant glare of light to subdue, the long broad sweep of 
canvas had, as it always has, an imposing appearance, and was at least 
useful in being ornamental. In the course of the afternoon, a combined 
performance of the Crystal Palace orchestra, under Mr. Manns, and 
the band of one of the houschold regiments, took place in front of the 
great organ, which was played by Mr. Coward ; and the grand pageant, 
march} from M, Goimodia “Reine de Saba” was rendered by all these 
musicians and a numerous choir, the united body being full five hun- 
grad strong. ‘The solo clarionet playing of Mr. Lazarus was also a 

eature of the programme,

A RUN WITH THE DURHAM AND THIRSK HOUNDS. 
Tux following is a racy account of a recent run with the above otter- 

hounds, by ‘‘ A Yorkshireman,” and as his version would suffer either by 

curtailment or elaboration, we will give it in his own words — 

“On Monday the hounds met at Ayton, near Scarborough, and 
threw off in the river Derwent, at Langdale End, tried down past 
Hackness Hall, the pleasantly-situated and _ retired seat of Sir John 
Johnstone, Bart., M.P., through Forge Valley, much noted for its 
natural beauties and a favourite rural resort of the visitors at Scar- 
borough, the running through a narrow valley, bounded on each side 
by wooded precipices, rising abruptly to a height of 3800ft, down 
through the village of Ayton, and on to Ganton Hare Bridge, without 
afind. On Tuesday the meet was at Pickering, at four a.m., tried 
Pickering Beck down for about a couple of miles ; not finding, crossed 
over the Brick-yard Ponds, a series of upwards of a dozen large 
square ponds, eight or ten feet deep, separated by narrow ridges of 
earth overgrown with trees and brushwood, forming an almost im- 
penetrable jungle. Immediately on being cast in, the hounds pro- 
claimed a find, and, after rattling merrily about from pond to pond for 
nearly an hour, and nothing made out, the hounds were withdrawn, 
and taken over to the Costa, close by. On trying up water, Jester hit 
off a smart drag, which the hounds ran briskly up to Costa Mills, 
where there was a short check. On trying higher up, and making 
a cast from the main beck to a cut, it was soon found the right nail 
had been hit; the hounds directly challenged, and his footings 
were seen quite fresh, and the water still discoloured where he 
had passed up the middle of the cut. After a short and very 
sharp drag, Jester and Wrangler laid him in a stone drain about 


300 yards Jong. The hounds could not get in, and a terrier was 
tried, but there was too much water, and the sportsmen were some 
time at a non-plus to’remove him; but their engiaeering abilities being 


called into requisition, a cut was made in the embankment of the Costa, 
and the water let. off into the head of the drain, which curiously enough 
passed underneath the Costa, and adam was formed below the drain 
mouth, More than one sportsman’s heart beat in anticipation of some 
brilliant ape t, but they were doomed to disappointment. It being 


within half a mile of the town of Pickering, the baying of the hounds 
soon brought a numerous company of the townspeople down, and at 
one time there could not be less than four hundred present, As soon 
as the drain filled he bolted, and attempted to got to the Costa, On 
making his appearance, a tally-ho was given, and lond shouts from all 
quarters of “There heis!” a rush was made by the excited mob, and he 
was headed back again. A. second and third time ho made the attempt, 
and the last time very nearly succeeded in gaining his point; but fie 
mob would not be restrained, and he was finally driven back to be 
seen no more. A. better place for a hunt than this part of the Costa 
could not possibly have been found; the water is as clear as crystal, 
and no holds within half a mile either way, but all chance of 
sport was marred by the over-eager curiosity of the spectators. 
Worse behaviour it has never been the lot of any sportsman to wit- 
ness; remonstrances were useless; and it is sincere y hoped that if 
the otterhounds should again visit the locality; such conduct will not 
be repeated. In the event of anything like a repetition, in future, it is 
the firm determination of the huntsman to take the hounds home-— 
an act in which he would have been fully justifled in the present in- 
stance, Operations were continued for some hours longer, but without 
avail, and it is supposed he would be drowned in the drain. On Wed- 
nesday, the Ist of June, it was thought advisable to give the hounds, | 
only a short day in the Costa, as it led to our headquarters of the meet 
fixed for Thursday morning.

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OYSTER LEGISLATION. 
(From The Field.) 

Tite Herne Bay Oyster Bill, upon its second reading in the House 
of Commons, was ordered to be investigated by a committee. This 
We expected, for it is the usual and very proper etiquette with the 
House of Commons not to reject a bill which has passed the other 
House without giving it the benefit of a deliberate inquiry. The 
bill, however, was not suffered to pass this stage without an energetic 
protest on the part of Sir Edward Dering and Sir W, B. Bridges, the 
two members for East Kent—a fact which is of itself sufficiently in- 
dicative of the opinion entertained about the bill in the part of the 
In the conclusion of a very 
ample exposé of the many objections to this bill, Sir Edward Dering 
asked the House to pause “ before they deprived the free fishermén of 
Kent and Essex of the rights and privileges they had so long enjoyed.” 
He asked them also, “in the name of the shipowners, not to interfere 
with the navigation of the tidal waters, but to endorse the opinion of 
the Board of Trade ”—which is clearly against the bill. Finally, he 
asked them “not to ignore the existence of the commission now 
sitting, but to leave the question in abeyance till they were in posses- 
sion of that accurate information which was the only basis of sound 
and practical legislation,” . 

r. Massey, the chairman of committees, supported the bill 
through this Stage of its existence—as, indeed, he was, by his 
office, almost in duty bound to do. In doing s0, however, he urged 
that $s one of the Trish Commissioners had given the strongest 
evidence in favour of the bill.” This was, of course, an allusion to 
the evidence of Mr, Ffennell, and we trust that it will be a warning 
to him for the fature against unguardedly allowing the weight of 
his evidence to tell in favour of such schemes as these. Mr. F fennell 
told the Committee of the House of Lords, that 
there was upon the ten square miles—which the 
Herne Bay Company proposes taking to itself—no 
fishing worth mentioning, of which the fishermen 
This asser- 
een distinctly traversed by our commis- 
sioner, Mr. Lowe, who (after going over the ground) 
has given the exact particulars of the fisheries 
which exist there, estimating their total annual 
value at something between £25,000 and £30,000, 
The member for Bast Kent, in his Speech opposing 
the bill, stated that “the area is now a public fishing- 
ground, much frequented by fishermen, and yielding 
not less than £25,000 & year.” Surely these are 
srounds for asking the House of Commons, we will 
not say to discredit. Mr. Ffennell, but, at any rate 
to inquire searchingly into the truth of his assertion 
&8 to the non-existence of valuable fishing rights. 
But there is something more, A petition has been 
signed by all the principal tradesmen of Billingsgate- 
market engaged in the cod trade, praying that this 
bill may not pass into law, and denouncing its pro- 
Visions in very strong terms. his petition repre- 
sonts, in fact, the feeling of the market on the 
subject, and surely these are men who may be rea- 
sonably supposed to know something of the matter, 
The very first signature to the petition is that of the 
head ‘of a firm whichowns the largest cod fleet in 
the world. Tho statement in this petition is, in 
substance, that their cod-fishery depends upon the 
supply of whelks which they obtain from these 
Herne Bay Flats, and that if the bill be suffered to 
pass into law that supply will be at an end. Could 
any stronger case for an inquiry be urged ? 

Considerations of even a still larger character 
arise in dealing with this very ticklish subject of 
Oyster-legislation. "When we ‘pointed out a forte

How many of them read 
the papers and advértisements sufficiently carefully to be forewarned 
of their danger, Finally, even if they see the advertisements, how are 
they to get the money to conduct a regular Opposition, and get up evi- 
dence against the schemes of the speculators who are seeking to deprive 
them of their birthright 2 ; 

We intreat the House to pause before it commits itself to legislation 
of this kind. As we have before urged, let a commission be appointed 
to investigate the matter fully, but do not let mischief be done in the 
dark. We are no oppoxents of oyster-culture ; on the contrary, it has 
been our privilege to reintroduce this branch of knowledge into the 
country. For this reason, among others, we feel it Incumbent upon us 
to take care that wrong and injustice do not come of it, Properly con- 
trolled, this revived science may be a blessing to the country; butif the

This is wholesale legislation with a vengeance, and we feel it to be 
our imperative duty to call the attention of the noblemen and gentle- 
men = 9 compose the Fisheries Preservation Association to the clauses 
of this bill, 

In the first place, it seems Most objectionable that it should be put 
into the power of the Board of Trade to interfere with existing fisheries 
as seriously as Clause 4 would enable it to do. The rights of fishing 
ov and along the shore are, indeed, saved to all subjects of the realm, 
provided they do no damage to the Oysters; but as trawling and 
dredging would certainly damage oyster-layings, every licenge issued 
would be tantamount to contiscating the important right to tish in these 
two modes, A very objectionable art of this clause is the right to 
establish fisheries “below the level of the lowest water-markg,” -If 
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‘rattle of his dinner-service, suppose we wish him good mornings 
and assura Mr. Shepherd contidentially, when once moro in the 
open, that he is the very finest Derby horse we ever saw, and 
that we shall seriously think about backing him for a ‘stoater, ’ 
a ‘monkey, a ‘hyana,’ or—a two-shilling piece.”

The 
nobles of the land shall send in their special retainers, humbly asking 
that you will appear for them when you can. The anxious telegram 
shall’ seck you out. The best of champagne and the oldest Havannahs 
shall court your taste; and when you go @ courting on your own 
account, you shall woo the dark-eyed daughter of the Blue Dragon, 
‘vith armiets of emeralds, and pearls of price!” The author thus con- 
cindes his sketch of Mr. Merry’s racing stable—for such in reality it is 
_—written in the syving of 1862, when Thormanby, a winner of the 
Derby, aud Buekstone, a first favourite for the Derby, were both in 
work :--** Let us leave. the high-mettled where we first found him, in 
such good companionship, with the little lambs mocking his long stride,

strugeles homes to a chorus of shouts or yells, of cracking of whips and 
working of arms—here, then, though he may be, high though that 
ssmmaber nine be exalted, we see littlé here of this beanty and poetry of 
yye thorough bred horse's life. We must seck this rather in the sweet 
solitule of the dowas and byways, where the shepherd's hut is the 
wuutiug-post, and the farmer, thrice bappy in his ignorance, will lean 
earstesa!’ on his stick as they march by, to ask What's the namo of

Heisa civil and obliging lad, of some twenty-four summers, 
standing 5ft9in. Martin Duffy, who hails from the Emerald Isle, is now in his 
twenty-second year, and stands Sft lO}in; he is a beantifally-built lad, and— 
without exception—one of the quietest and best-behaved lads that ever stepped 
between the cords. His clever performance in Februiry list with his game 
antagonisi—although suffering defeat from an accidental foul b'ow—succe:s- 
fully estiblished his reputation 98 a boxer of the highest merit. and proved 
himself an expert wrestler. His friends determined on giving him another 
chance—not feellug satistied with the referee's fint in their last encounter— 
and in whom he found plenty of staunch supporters. Mondav last was a busy 
day at the Old King’s Head, Chestergate, which was crammed to suffocation. 
with those eager to catch sight of the caremony of weighing. a rumour having 
got abroad that Duffy could not scale at the weight.

After the ceremony the backers 
of the lads got together and tossed for choice of meeting. which was won by 
Jack Partou on the part of Edwards, who named the Flash-road, some two 
miles across the river Dane. At a later hour in the evening the route was 
changed, and Horton Hey, on the banks of Rudyard Lake, was the place 
fixed for hostilities. An early start was decided upon, some of the pedestrians 
being on the move at the early hour of two o'clock; all the available convey-

Safeguard is in himself the personification of a hunter, 
and if the fact could be ignored that he is not thorough bred, no excep- 
tion could be taken to him. It is quite a delusion to infer “that the 
United Kingdom is in no want of valuable and well-bred stallions; 
indeed, no farmer or breederfean say that he has now within his reach a 
choice of good animals.” ‘7’ ey are extremely scarce. ‘There are too 
many worthless brutes which farmers are tempted to use by the low 
charges for their services, Again, suitable brood mares are not 
abundant. The competition in the class for hunters was moderate, 
and they with all the other classes, were in no way confined to the 
breeders of the locality.
